U.S.,  USSR 
May  Agree 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y., 
(AP) — U.N.  diplomats  predicted 
Sunday  that  the  Soviet  Union 
and  the  U.S.  would  make  a deal 
to  avoid  a showdown  over  Soviet 
voting  rights  when  the  General 
Assembly  convents  Tuesday. 

U.S.  SECRETARY  of  State 
Dean  Rusk  and  Soviet  Foreign 
Minister  Andrei  A.  Gromyko 
scheduled  a luncheon  meeting 
Monday,  possibly  to  accept  a plan 
of  Secretary-General  U Thant’s 
to  head  off  the  clash. 

U.N.  Charter  Article  19  says 
any  member  country  two  years 
behind  in  its  dues  “shall  have  no 
vote”  in  the  Assembly.  The  Soviet 
Union  is  two  years  behind  be- 
cause of  refusal  on  legal  and 
political  grounds  to  pay  Congo 
and  Middle-East  peacekeeping  as- 
sessments. 

THE  INFORMANTS  said 
Thant’s  plan  was  to  have  the 
Assembly  dispose,  of  all  essential 
year-end  business  by  general 
agreement  without  voting  and 
then  recess  before  Christmas  till 
early  February  while  a committee 
and  the  Secretary-General  nego- 
tiated to  end  the  dispute. 

Some  diplomats  said  both  the 
Soviet  Union  and  the  U.S.  were 
already  favorably  included  to- 
ward this  scheme  and  were  only 
waiting  for  the  Rusk-Gromyko 
meeting  to  accept  it  formally. 
The  essential  business  includes 
adopting  a stopgap  budget  and 
electing  the  Assembly  president 
and  members  of  the  Security 
Council  and  Economic  and  Social 
Council.

500  Still  Trapped  . . . 

Paratroops 
Pull  Out 
Of  Congo 

LEOPOLDVILLE,  THE 
CONGO,  (APJ— Belgian  para- 
troopers pulled  out  of  the  Congo 
Sunday  after  rescuring  1,700 
white  hostages  from  Congolese 
rebels.  But  fears  were  expressed 
here  for  the  safety  of  500  or  more 
foreigners  still  in  rebel  territory. 

DILOMATIC  S O U K C E S in 
Leopoldville  said  one  more  air 
drop  of  the  Belgians  had  been 
planned — most  likely  at  Bunia 
where  several  hundred  foreigners 
are  believed  trapped.  There  was 
no  explanation  from  these  sources 
as  to  why  the  drop  was  not  car- 
ried out. 

The  Belgian  government,  how- 
ever, said  at  the  outset  of  the 
operation  that  it  did  not  expect 
the  rescue  to  take  but  three  days 
or  so. 

IN  A NOTE  to  the  Soviet  Union 
Sunday— rejecting  a Soviet 
charge  of  aggression — Belgian 
foreign  minister  P a u 1-Henri 
Spaak  said  the  fact  that  the  para- 
troopers had  pulled  out  was  evid- 
ence that  Belium  had  no  desire 
to  reconquer  its  former  Congo 
territory,  as  the  Russians  had 
charged. 

Reports  from  refugees  coming 
out  of  rebel  territory  tell  of  mad- 
dened rebels,  who  fled  the  Bel- 
gians at  Stanleyville  and  Paulis 
last  week,  intent  on  mutdering 
all  whites  they  could  get  their 
hands  on. 

AT  LEAST  500  and  possibly 
as  many  as  1,000  whites  are  still 
in  rebel  areas.  They  range  from 
groups  of  several  hundred  irr 
Bunia  to  single  missionaries  or 
plantation  managers  far  from 
any  important  communities. 

The  death  toll  of  white  hostages 
now  stands  at  85.

THE  EQUIPMENT  may  in- 
clude any  and  all  ski  supplies 
from  the  boards  themselves  to 
poles,  to  parkas  and  on  down  the 
last.

THE  ALPINE  CLUB  is  charg- 
ing 50  cents  for  registration  at 
the  swap  plus  10  per  cent  of  the 
profit  made.  All  sales  hdwever, 
will  be  personal  transactions. 
These  fees  compare  with  $2.00 
registration  fees  and  15-20  per 
cent  of  profits  charged  at  com- 
mercial Ski  Swaps.  According  to 
Sampson  much  of  the  profit  will 
be  used  to  help  support  the  BYU 
Ski  team. 

The  Ski  Swap  will  get  under- 
way at  7:30  p.m.  Wednesday  and 
will  continue  through  the  night. 
Prospective  buyers  are  free  to 
come  and  go  as  the  like.

Upsets?  — Naw! 
Just  Favored 
Wrong  Teams! 

The  Universe  Prognostications 
took  it  on  the  chin  again  this 
week  as  upsets  ruled  supreme  in 
the  nation’s  top  gridiron  contests 
NEVERTHELESS  THE  Uni 
verse  Board  of  prognosticators 
stilL  boasts  a higher  record  than 
do  most  forecasters  this  season. 
The  regular  board  of  crystal  ball 
gazers  finished  the  season  (633 
total  games)  with  a combined 
record  of  405-228-24  for  an  aver- 
age of  65.9  percent.

New  Mexico  just  held  Kansas 
State  9-7 ; Florida  shaded  Miami 
of  Florida  12-10;  Oklahoma 
thwarted  Oklahoma  State  21-16 
Texas  Christian  stalled  SMU  17. 

6;  Vanderbilt  waylaid  Tennessee 
7-0;  and  Boston  College  squeezed 
past  Holly  Cross  10-8. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  Alabama 
halted  Auburn  21-14;  Colorado 
State  embarrassed  Texas  West- 
ern 35-8:  and  Texas  barbecued 
Texas  A & M 26-7.
